Dalton and Rome Disappointed—The Train 
Moves Slowly Through Places 
Along the Koute. 


Monroomery, Ala., October 2—After a 
good night’s rest on the special train, the pres- 
dential tourists arrived here at 8 o’clock this 
motning. There were the usual large crowds 
in waiting, but the strictest order prevailed. 
Commerce street, from the station to the ho- 
tel, nearly halfa mille away, was lined by 
troops on cach side, who kept the wide ave- 
mue open from curb to curb... Governor Seay, 
Mayor Reese and Colonel Newman, President 
of the State Agricultural society, who com- 
posed the reception committee, were within 
the lines and conducted the guests at once to 
their carriages and then to the hotel]. The 
manner of reception made an exceedingly fa- 
vorable impression upon the mind of the 
president and his companions. At the hotel 
Senator Pugh, Senator Morgan, and members 
of the governor’s staff, the president of the 
senate, speaker of the house, ex-Governor 
O’ Neal, Congressman Davidsen, and anumber 
of ladies greeted the city’s guests in the hotel 
porlors, where a half hour was spent in making 
or renewing acquaintances. 

The presidential party breakfasted at the 
hotel with Governor and Mrs. Seay, Colonel 
and Mrs. Newman, Mayor Reese and daugh- 
ter, ex-Governor O’ Neil, Senator Morgan ,Sen- 
ator Pugh, anda few others, after which they 
reviewed the troops from the balcony of the 
hotel. There were about a thousand men in 
column, including a troop of cavalry anda 
battery of artillery. 

The president has received a telegram from 
the mayor of New Orleans stating that a com- 
mittee was on the way to ask that the trip be 
extended to that city. Colonel Lamont re- 
plied that the president’s imperative engage- 
ments make compliance with the request iin- 
possible, | 

After the review and before the party took 
earriages for a ride about town, Mrs. Cleve- 
land was the surprised recipient of a unique 
and beautiful souvenir. Itis a jewel case in 
the form of a bale of cotton, about eight 
inches in length and proportionate in depth 
and width. it is made of pure silver, anda 
very artistic production. Its sides are of 
oxydized silver, representing the bagging of a 
bale, while frosted spots bear a striking resem- 
blance to snowy cotton bursting from its con- 
finement, The plantation mark upon the end 
of the bale is “G. C., 1888,”’ and the ware- 
house mark on the top is “F. F.C.”’ The in- 
side of the cover bears the inscription:

‘The broad streets 
were lined with old-time mansions and cot- 


tages, shaded by magnificent trees 
and surrounded by flowers and 
shrubs ; even the negro cabins, 


with their quaint groups of men, women and 
children, were all in keeping, and were the 
elements of ascene fair to strangers in pic- 
tures of the south, but never before witnessed 
in fact. The travelers having within ten days 
hada chance to experience the hospitalities of 
all sections of the conntrv between Minneapo- 
lis, when snow actually fell upon them, and 
Montgomery, where banana trees were found 
growing inthe open air, turned their faces 
homeward with the promise from the railroa 
people thata run of forty-two hours should 
land them in Washington. 
ROME DISAPPOINTED. 

DaxLton, Ga., October 20.—The people of 
this region are not behind those ofthe north- 
west in matter of bonfires.

A Plan by Which Home Rute Would Easily 
Win—Other News of Interest From 
Across the Ocean. 


LONDON, October 20.—Mr. Gladstone re- 
ceived an address from the Irish residents of 
Nottingham today. In replying to the ad- 
dress Mr. Gladstone expressed the convicuon 
that if discord between Catholics and Protest- 
ants would cease.once, heme rule was estab- 
lished in Ireland. Mr. Gladstone, in & 
speech at Derby to-day, in replying to persons 
who had criticized his conduct, said the policy 
of the nationalist party did not now inelude 
rapine. The demands of the nationalists’ 
party had been moderated “since 1881. It was 
not true that they desired to dismember the 
empire and there was no reason now why he 
should not approve of their conduct. 

Mr. Gladstone addressed an audience of 
4,000 persons in Drill hall, at Derby, today. 
Sir William Vernon 
Harcourt and Baron Wolverton. The crowd 
climbed to the girders of the roof. When the 
orchestra played “God Bless the Prince of 
Weiss, hisses were heard from parts of the 
nall, : 
which refers to Messrs. Joseph Chamberlain 
and Jesse Collings, was also played and Joudly 
groaned. Mr. Gladstone said their opponents 
were growing weaker, while their own forees 
were becoming stronger. He was accused of 
co-operating with those whom he once de- 
nounced as marching with rapine and_ murder 
towards disintegration of the em- 
pire. All the gbjections then presented 
had passedaway. He did not believe that 
any Irish member of parliament now contem 
They wanted union of hearts, not 
union on parchment and paper. ; 
asked, should he be accused of gross incon- 
sistency because he allied himself with Par- 
nell and the Irish party, who were acting on 
lines of moderation which assuredly would 
in the end secure home rule. .He fiatly de- 
nied that his course was inconsistent. 

When told that he had passed coercion meas- 
ures, he could only say that the measure such 
as was contested at the last session of parlia- 
ment had never been passed while he was in 
office. That measure was not aimed at the 
suppression of crime so much as at the liberty 
of the press and the right of public meeting. 
As its application proved, lawfal meetings had 
been prevented, he act had been used in 
such amanner as to painfully and flagrantly 
show that its provisions were different from 
those of any act previously passed. It was 
more subtle and piercing and fatal to the lib- 
erty of the people than any Dill hitherto 
passed. It was enrolled as a permanent plece 
of legislation ag much as the reform bill and 
bill of rights, 

Coercion-had utterly failed. Instead of try- 
ing to drive the disedse inward, he believed 
the liberals had found a plan which would, by 
their home rule scheme, solve the long formi- 
dable problem. It was said that Ireland con- 
sisted of two nations. Italy was once in the 


empire. 


+ same condition, but the parties there coalesced 


and formed one united kingdom. Why should 
not Ireland do the same? Mr. Gladstone said 
he believed that the people of Ulster were 
simply laboring under a misunderstanding. 
They doubtless wanted the assurance that the 
connection between Ireland and England 
would be maintained. It was an utter mistake 
to suppose that any action of the liberal party 
would have any other result. He believed 
that a satisfactory arrangement could be made 
by which Ulster would be united with the rest 
of Ireland, and that in the end all would give 
willing obedienee to the queen. 

On leaving the hall Mr. Gladstone was 
heartily cheered. 


LONDON SOCIALISTS. 


They Make a Demonstration and are Dis- 
persed by the Police. 

Lonpon, October 20.—A number of social 
ists and unemployed workmen gathered in 
Hyde park today. One of the speakers un- 
rolled and waved a red flag, crying, “The glo- 
rious commune.’’ A section of the mob there- 
upon stampeded. Scores of persons in the 
crowd were thrown down and trampled upon. 
Those who stampeded reassembled later in 
another portion of the park. The crowd ap- 
pointed a deputation to visit the home offiee. 

Upon the arrival there of the deputation, 
they found that the home secretary was ab- 
sent, but they secured an interview with a 
minor secretary, who promised that he would 
represent their views to the home secretary 
upon his return. ‘A large crowd had followed 
the deputation from the park to the home of- 
fice and congregated about the building. After 
the interview was concluded the police charged 
the crowd, but were met with resistanee. A 
short, but sharp struggle followed, in which 
the police were finally successful in dispersing 
the mob. Many persons in the crowd were 
injured, and a number of arrests were made.

WHY THEY WERE NOT RELEASED. 


Correspondence in Regard to the Seized Seal- 
ers. 


WASHINGTON, October 20.—Correspondence 
between the department of justice and its officers in 
Alaska, in regard to the release of British vessels 
seized during the summer of 1836, for - alleged viola- 
tion of the seal fishery laws, was made public today. 
It shows that Attorney-General Garland telegraphed 
United States Judge Diwso1iand United States At- 
torney Ball, at Sitka, on the 26th of lest January, 
to release the captured.

United 
States authorities at Sitka, for some reason, regard- 
ed the telegram as fraudulent and did not obey it. 
The department of justice dces not appear, from the 
correspondence, to haye discovered that its crler 
had not been obeyed until Octcber 12, 1887, when 
the attorney general again telegraphed United 
States Na shai Atkins, at Sitka, to release the ves- 
sels and three days later wrote a letter repeating the 
same instructions.

Wreck and Fatal Injury Upon the 
 Aire«kine Road. 


THREE KILLED AND OTHERS INJURED. 


The Engincer and Condugtor of # South 
Bound Freight Train Said to Mave 
Disobeyed Their Orders. 


A fatal railroad collision occurred up on the 
Air-Line railroad yesterday morning between 
passenger train No. 51, north pound, anda 
freight ttain. Thescene of the wreck was 
about three miles south of Greer’s station, 
South Carolina. ' 

The passenger train which was in the col- 
lison was the first of two heavily loaded sec- 
tions of the Air-Line ‘that left Atlanta about 
two hours behind schedule time, the second 
section having been disbanded at Greenville, 
S. C., which is twelve miles from the scene of 
the accident. 

When the news of the accident first reached 
the city,’ thére was considerable anxiety in 
regard to the matter, as many of 
the excursionists who had de- 
parted for their homes upon the two sec- 
tions of No. 51, left behind them many friends, 
who, of course, were desirous of learning all 
the details. The usual false rumors were fiy- 
ing about the streets, but the true story of the 
collision, as given below, will set them at rest. 

Cause of the Collision. 

The train, scheduled as the first section of 
No. 51, left Atlanta crowded to its utmost car- 
rying capacity on time, at 7 o’clock last even- 
ing, with Engineer Wall and Conductor Mar- 
shallin charge. A second section left Atlanta 
heavily loaded at 9:30, running only to Green- 
ville, where it arrived at 5:20 a. m. 

Engineer Wall, of the unfortunate train, is 
a well knewn and rather noted engineer, and 
his death at the post of duty will bé widely re- 
gretted. His home was in Charlotte, N. C. 

Owing tothe large number of passengers, 
making many stops necessary, the train fost 
time for the entire distance to Greenville, ar- 
riving there over four hours late. At thi 
point the second section was laid out, and No 
5i received orders giving it the right of way,’ 
and left the station at 5:05, four hours and 
twenty-five minutes behind schedule time. 
The train was assured a clear track, orders 
having been telegraphed to the south bound 
freight to sidetrack at Greer’s station until 
number 51 arrived. It looks as if these orders 
were disregarded by Conductor Harris and 
Engineer Kevel of the freight, thereby caus- 
ing the wreck and loss of life. 

Where it Occurred. 

The two trains came together in the fatal 
crash in a cut, at the end of a long curve, three 
and one-half miles south of Greer’s station, at 
6:30a.m. Both trains were running at accel- 
erated speed, gained by reason of the down 
grade to the cut in which they met, and there 
was no warning to the engineers of either train 
until a few seconds before they struck, giving 
no time for escape, and the escape of the engi- 
neer of the freight train, as far as known, 
wines injury, must be regarded as miracu- 

ous, 

The wreck took fire from the engines, but 
beyond the destruction of a box car no damage 
resulted from the flames. Several cars of both 
trains were badly wrecked and were piled up 
in a chaotic mass, the express, mail and bag- 
gage car being literally tern to pieces. The 
debris filled both sides of the cut, making it 
somewhat difficult toassist the injured from 
the wreck, . 

The casuasties, so faras reported up to twelve 
o’cloek last night, were three killed, three se- 
riously hurt, anda number of others, whose 
names are given below, receiyed slight in- 
juries; six train menand one tramp among 
the latter list. . The passengers who were in- 
jured were all riding in the baggage and ex- 
press cars, no one in the coaches being injured. 

At the Wreck. 

When the news of the accident reached this 

city the railroad authorities sent out relief 


forthe wounded, and made arrangements for 
the transfer of passengers around the wreck.

RACING IN THE MUD. 


A Series of Exciting Events Under Great 
Disadvantages. 

The race course was in an execrable condi- 
tion yesterday morning and Mr. Clifton and 
Colonel Franklyn at once put a force of hands 
at work scraping off the slush and draining off 
the water. A drag started to make the rounds. 
It went round half a dozen times, but so deep 
was the mud that it did no noticeable good. 
The judges, however, determined that the 
racing programme should be carried out, even 
if the horses had to swim. 

It had keen announced that the postponed 
races of Tuesday would be run at i2 o’clock, 
but when that hour arrived not one of the 
racers was out and not a dozen persons were 
in the grand stand. 

The pool-sellers were early in their little 
house, but they looked glum and continued to 
wear a sober expression all day long. The 
prospect was gloomy. 

Somebody had posted on Mr. Clifton’s effice 
a notice to the effect that all the races were 
declared off for the day. 

This card was placed there without the au- 
thority of the members of the racing,commit- 
tee, who expressed indignation that any person 
should usurp their prerogative. The paper 
was taken down incontinently, and the horse- 
men notified that the races would positively 
come off. 

In the meantime, however, the owner of 
‘‘Guyon,”’ one of the horses entered for the first 
trotting race, carried him away on the train 
for Macon, and the groom of ‘‘Mittie B.,” en- 
tered to run in the postponed race, fed her and 
watered her, thinking that she would not run 
before today. ‘This speedy mare’s defeat is 
ascribed by her owner to this indiscretion. 

At 1 o’clock the judges were in their stand. 
Mr. W.C. Phelps, a very intelligent turfman, 
was pressed into service by Mr. Bain and Col- 
onel Franklyn and made to act as one of the 
judges. 

The first postponed race was for a purse of 

200, one and one quarter miles dash, open 
to horses of all ages. There were five starters 
—Lottie C., Echo, Sun Bird,. Planter and 
Pompi. Bixby, who was entered, was with- 
drawn before the race started. Sun Bird and 
Lottie C. were the favorites. The quintette 
gota capital start.and kept in a bunch for 
about twenty-five — Then Lottie C. 
forged ahead, pressed closely by Planter and 
Sun Bird. Echo and Pompi were in the rear, 
When the first :round was made Lottie C. 
was in front and Echo and _ Plan- 
ter were pressing her closely. It 
was hard work for all the nags. 
As they callopped around the course—it 
could scarcely be called ranning—mud was 
splashed in all directions. Toward the close 
of the race, Lottie 'C. weakened and fell far 
behind. Planter seemed to mind the slush less 
than any and he got farinto the lead on the 
home stretch. He came under the string some 
lenzths ahead of all the others. Echo came 
next and Lottie C. followed about four lengths 
behind. Despite the miserable state of the 
track, the race was an exciting one. The time 
was, of course, very slow. It was 2:36. 

Mittie B. and Pat Sheedy were the only 
starters in the second race. Sheedy was the 
favorite at odds of ten dollars to eigitt, and 
later ten to five. The race was for the cup offer- 
ed by J. P. Stevens & Bro., and a purse of 
$250,and it was atwo mile dash. A fair start 
was got and the two horses moved off neck 
and neck. They kept close together all the way 
round, going under the string at the same in- 
stant. The second half-mile was a repetition 
of the first. So was the third half-mile. In 
making the final half-mile the horses did their 
best. and their riders forced them to show what 


wasin them. Pat Sheedy, when about two. 


thirds round, made a spurtand got the inside 
track and the lead, which he kept to the fin- 
ish. Time 4:214. 

The third event was arunning contest—one 
mile dash--and there were a trio of starters, 
Rough Diamond, Dolly C. and Elyton came 
upon the track, all in fine shape. Rough 
Diamond. was easily the favorite, and few there 
were who would bet against him. The race 
was well contested and the favorite won, Dolly 
C. coming in second. Time: 2:074. 

Charlie 8. and Alamont came out as the only 
competitors in ifie trotting contest. This was 
for a purse of $250, and was two heats out of 
three. Charlie 5. was the favorite and he won 
the three heatsin succession. The average 
time of the heats was 5:30,

What Was Done in the Depart- 
ment Yesterday. 


THE CONVICT DECISION DELAYED 


Matters of Moment and Note Collccted Yes- 
terday About the State, Custum, and 
Court Houses. 


Governor Gordon was in consultation for 
some hours yesterday with the attorney-gen- 
eral in regard to the convict lease matter, but 
no decision was reached. The governor signed 
a number of bills and attended to many other 
matters yesterday. 


The Governor and His Cabinet. 

GOVERNOR GORDON WAS in consultation yes- 
terday morning with Attorney-General Ander- 
son in regard to the conviet investigation. The 
conference between these two officials will last 
much longer than was at first supposed, ques- 
tions having arisen that must be adjudicated 
before a decision can be reached. The governor 
has familiarized himself with allthe evidence, 
and no trouble is being experienced on that 
score, the consultation being uuderstood to be 
solely about and upon legal questions. It is 
difficult to say just when a decision will be 
reached. When the question was asked his 
excellency yesterday, he was unable to give a 
definite answer, but with reasonable certainty 
declared that he did not see how .any conclu- 
sion could be arrived at before some time dur- 
ing the early part of next week. The public 
will have to look for it then. 

THE FOLLOWING NOMINATIONS were made 
yesterday by Governor Gordon, transmitted to 
the senate, and were confirmed in executive 
session by that body. Hon. J. Lee McCreery 
was appointed solicitor of the county court of 
Macon county for the term of two years. be- 
ginning with the date of his appointment. 
Hon. Henry A. Roebuck was appointed coun- 
ty judge of the Elbert county court in place of 
Hon. Thomas C. Carlton, whose term has ex- 
pired. Judge Roebuck’s term is for four years 
beginning with the date of his appointment. 

For THE NEXT FEW days Governor. Gordon 
will be very busy signing bills passed by the 
general assembly. The constitution gives 
him five days in which to consider bills after 
the legislature has adjourned, after the expira- 
tion of which time all bills passed become a 
law unless yetoed by the governor. Governor 
Gordon on yesterday approved six or eight 
measures, all of which were local bills of no 
general importance. As fast asthe bills are 
enrolled and signed by the officers of the two 
houses they will be sent to the governor. 

TREASURER HARDEMAN was made happy 
yesterday by the passage of the bill authorizing 
the payment of the last six months’ interest on 
certain bonds issued by the state. This interest 
has all the while remained undisputed, there 
being no authority to pay it in the absence of 
the proper coupons. The coupons will now 
be paid when the holders of the bonds make 
the proper presentation at the treasury or at 
the Fourth National bank, the state’s financial 
agency in New York. ‘Treasurer Hardeman 
has not footed up exactly the cost of the ad- 
journed session of the legislature, there bein 
still the mileage to pay to the members. Unti 
it is done the exact amount will not be known, 
but it is thoughtthat the sum total will eon- 
siderably exceed one hundred thousand dollars. 

IN THE COMPTROLLER,GENERAL’S office yes- 
terday, there was no news of especial 
importance, and the penitentiary department 
was likewise dull. In the agricultural ofilce the 
force of clerks was busy receiving and properly 
collecting the crop reports and replies sent in 
by correspondents from different sections in re- 
gard to the condition of the crops. Adjutant- 
General Keli was in his office, but there was 
no news of interest in military circles. Now 
that the general assembly has adjourned, Ad- 
jutant Kell will be very busy for the next few 
days in closing up and placing in order the dif- 
ferent chambers used by the legislature. The 
work is carefully done, the object being to pre- 
vent damage from being done to the furniture 
of several chainbers. 

AN UNUSUALLY LARGE number of callers 
were in the executive office yesterday and a 
great part of the governor’s time was given up 
to the reception of visitors. Among those who

A Resume of the Work of the 
Legislature. 


THE VARIOUS IMPORTANT MEASURES 


And the Large Number of Local Bills—The 
Sevate’s Death-blows—The Work 
almost Purely Local, 


The general assembly has been in session in 
aliourned session one mudred and seven days. 
1e reguiar session lagt winter lasted fifty 
days, so that the whole sessfon, first and last, 
has consumed one hundred and fifty-seven 
| days. or five months ahd seven days, or nearly 
e year. 
hee! is. perha sthe longest session of the 
eneral assembly known in Georgia sinee the 
amous long papliament during the Bullock 
regime. 

Nothing of very vital importance has caused 
the gereral assembly te sit so long. The 

number of local bills has been meen 
large, and in the matter of incorporating rail- 
road, express, insurance, banking, telegraph, 
mining and manufacturing companies: the 
session has been prolific. It is doubiful if any 
general assembly ever incorporated so many 
organizations,and as far as the existence of 
these companics indicate progress and prosper- 
ity the work of the session has been of incal- 
culable benefit and advantage. 

Several topics of state moment have been 
debated and discussed... Among the first de- 
bates of the session ‘Was that ©n_ the Felton 
wine bill, imposing a $10,000 tax upon dealers 
of domestic wines in’ prohibition counties. 
This bill was watched. with great intere§t in 
its passage through both houses, and the de- 
bates were spicyabd rich. The Brady guano 
bill excited fhuch discus:ion and comment,and 
was debated In varfous formsin' the house, fi- 
nally passing that body only to be killed in the 
senate. : 

The Glenn bill in regard to the co-education 
oftho rages in state «<ducational institutions 
was another house measure, which not only 
excited state interest but became a national 
question. Notwithstanding its almost unani- 
mous passage through the dheuse, like the 
Brady bill, it met its fate in the scnate where 
it was effectually killed by subsjitute. 

The first discussion of the State road question 
arose in the senate over the Dean Dill, pro- 
viding for agale of the road. .The discussion 
on this ene bill consumed two weeks in the 
senate, where it was defeated by a close vote. 
In the house, the state road question has been 
prolific in measures, bill after bill in regard to 
it being intreduced, but all the measures re- 
lating thereto met the fate in the senate that 
the majority of house @ills of importance re- 
ceived at the hands of that bedy. The bills 
passed by the house in regard to the sale or 
lease of the State road provoked exciting de- 
bates that were listened to with the greatest 
attention, butno general bill relating to the sale 
or lease of the road has passed both houses of the 
assembly, going upon the statute books as a 
law of the state. 

The convict lease system has commanded 
great deal of the time and attention of th 
house, and a large number of bills have been 
considered thereon in regard toit. Discussion 
upon them was long, elaborate and full, but 
the house could not satisfactorily agree upon 
any single measure that could command the 
requisite majority. In the senate, the convict 
system consumed but little time, there boing 
but one bill introduced in regard to it, and that 
consuming but little time. The question of 
betterments in regard to the Western and At- 
lantic railroad was considered, and the bond of 
the lessees to the state for a faithful perform- 
ance of the conditions of the lease was consid- 
ered, and the Berner resolution was passed re- 
quiring anew bond. When transmitted to the 
senate, the resolution received there treatment 
that characterized usually suci measures from 
the house. The Olive bill passed the house 
also, but was killed by the senate. 

In short, the history of the session can be 
teld in a very few words. Many measures of 
public importance were discussed, and laws re- 
lating thereto were passed by the house of rep- 
resentatives, but almost invariably received 
their death blow in the senate. ' 

Local bills without number were introduced 
and passed, and many companies were cliar- 
tered and organized. The work of the gen- 
eral assembly was almest purely local. These 
local bills were necessary and important, be- 
ing demanded by the growing needs and wants 
of the people. The educational institutions of 
the state were welltaken care of, and those 
suppoited in whole or in part were given ap- 
propriations for the purpose of improving 
their buildings or adding additional apparatus 
to their equipment. 

The session was prolific of investigation, 
numerous committees being appointed to look 
into and report upon various insiitutions and 
matters. ‘hese investigations, as a rule, 
brought tolight no new facts, and produced no 
legisiation of an important nature. 

As a whole, the session was a very harmoni- 
ous one, but one debate of the session being 
marked by acriinonious allusions and caustic 
Statements. Below, in detail, will be found 
the work of the session, which, though a very 
long one, as shown by. the subinitted figures, 
was by no mgans an idle cne. These figures 
show the work in each house, and convey a 
better idea of the manner in which the general 
assembly has been employed than any words 
can convey. 

In the Iiouse there were 1,089 bills intro- 
duced and 232 resolutions, or in aj! 1,271 meas- 
urcs.
